DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Jason Kidd, the coach of the Brooklyn Nets, was 
seen on the subway between Southampton and 
Water Mill, bouncing a basketball and shaking 
hands with well-wishers Wednesday. A subway 
car filled with Kardashians was seen heading 
from Hampton Bays to Southampton Thursday 
afternoon. Michele Cannon, Director of the 
Bridgehampton Child Care and Community 
Center, was seen on the Sag Harbor platform 
looking at her watch. 


SHOT CAR 

Metro North, the last railroad line in America 
to have bar cars on its trains, discontinued 
the service last week. Hamptons Subway has 
bought all 12 of their bar cars. Six subway trains 
ply the rails on our service at any given time and 
all six will now have bar cars. The other six will 
be kept aside for backup if and when any of the 


first six are out of service. In addition, because 
the average subway trip is only 20 minutes, 
it was initially decided to just offer shots of 
scotch or bourbon that patrons can down in 
one gulp. We advertised them as “Shot Cars.” 
But then anti-gun groups demonstrated in front 
of our Hampton Bays headquarters with signs 
declaring the word “shot” inappropriate for any 
public gathering with large numbers of people, 
so we decided to re-name the Shot Cars “Quickie 
Cars.” It’s been a wildly successful service. 


CELEBRITY SERVICE 

Hamptons Subway will offer a new service 
for celebrities beginning July 4th weekend. 
All celebrities traveling with entourages can 
ride the subway with as many as 15 entourage 
members paying half fare. A second service, 
for celebrities wishing to avoid paying even 
half fare for entourages, will be the Hamptons 
Subway In-House Entourage. By prearrangement, 
8 HSIHE members will meet celebrities on the 
platform side of each turnstile to take over 
entourage duties. The regular entourage waits 
at the station for the celebrity to return, at 
which time they are handed back over. 


COORS BEER 

Our new marketing director Jason Pitts has sold 
an advertising campaign to Coors Beer which 
everyone will soon be talking about. At one in 
the morning every night during the month of 
July, just after the service shuts down for the 
night but before maintenance goes out to clean 
the tracks, a special subway train dressed up 
as a diesel locomotive will take a high-speed 
round trip through the Hamptons Subway 
system without stopping. This train, traveling 
at 100 miles an hour, is to be painted silver, 
have sparks, ice and smoke pouring off it, and 
feature the word COORS on its side. Patrons are 
welcome to linger on the platforms to watch the 
train roar by, but please do not attempt to board 
it. It’s a marketing stunt. 


ANNUAL STOCKHOLDERS MEETING 

The annual stockholders meeting for Hamptons 
Subway was held in an abandoned auditorium in 
Detroit, Michigan last Wednesday at 4a.m. Those 
few who attended expressed dissatisfaction with 
management in no uncertain terms, demanded 
that Commissioner Aspinall resign and urged 
the creation of a commission to investigate the 
many allegations of fraud, bribery, misconduct 
and treachery. The Board voted unanimously 
not to do so.

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ALMOST GOBBLED 


Police were called to the aid of a Bridgehampton 
bicyclist on Friday afternoon. The man, dressed 
in the fluorescent garb typical of bicyclists, 
was pedaling south on Ocean Avenue when he 
was approached by a maddened turkey. The 
bird, whose size suggested a large appetite and 
whose demeanor suggested a special taste for 
bicyclists, apparently so startled the man that 
he lost control of his bicycle. He threw the bike 
to the pavement and tried to ward off the turkey 
with a stick he found on the side of the road, 
but the turkey, displaying unexpected speed 
and agility, disarmed the man and continued 
to advance. A passing motorist alerted police, 


- who arrived to find the bicyclist about to be 


gored by the turkey. Using a tranquilizer gun, 
police subdued the turkey. The police, who 
theorize that the turkey mistook the colorfully 
dressed bicyclist for an intruding enemy bird, 
have issued an alert to bicyclists to “exercise 
more restraint in their color choices for riding, 
or risk getting pecked to death by vicious 
turkeys.” 


SIZE MATTERS IN SAG HARBOR 4 
Members of an organization calling itself Sieve 
Sag Harbor tried to unilaterally apply a new 
remedy for Sag Harbor’s traffic woes, but 
instead wound up creating a traffic nightmare 
for thousands—and a legal nightmare for 
themselves. Thursday night, under cover of 
darkness, they set up checkpoints along every 
major access road into Sag Harbor. As Friday 
dawned, they began stopping cars as they 
approached the village, turning away vehicles 
that exceeded an arbitrarily chosen size limit. 
According to Sieve Sag Harbor spokesman Jake 
Colander, they hoped to “reduce both the size 
and number of cars in the village by ‘sieving’ 
the vehicles as they passed the checkpoints.” 
Unfortunately, the large number of vehicles 
held back at the Sieve Sag Harbor checkpoints 
and forced to make U-turns created gridlock, 
and the police were not happy with Sieve Sag 
Harbor’s unlawful interference with traffic flow. 
Charges are pending. 


MCGUMBUS POP-OUT POP-UP 

Old Man McGumbus, 104-year-old WWII veteran 
and fashion icon, announced the location of 
his new pop-up store.

Waiting for the Wreath 


Honoring the Soldiers Who Gave Their Lives for Our Country

| aes week I decided I needed to get a 
photograph of the religious leaders and 
officials of the Town of East Hampton together 
with uniformed war veterans tossing the 
Memorial Day wreath into the Atlantic Ocean 
after the Memorial Day Parade in that town. 

It was important to me not just because it 
might be a nice picture for the magazine, but 
because I needed such a picture to illustrate 
a chapter in a book I am writing about the 
Hamptons. The book will be out next spring 
in hardcover, published by SUNY Press, and 
is called Jn the Hamptons Forever. The chapter 
is about a day when | made a complete fool of 
myself. 

On that day, many years ago, I drove down to 
the end of the road to the town beach pavilion 
and, shifting over to the passenger seat, sat 
facing the ocean and writing a story for this 
magazine. | do not recall what I wrote about that 
day. But it was a complicated piece and it took 
several hours during which time | was totally 
absorbed in it. Then, at the most climactic 
moment in the story, I heard the sounds of a 
marching band. I looked out the window and 
saw all these officials in colorful uniforms and 


then a band walking by my car and down the: 


sand to the beach. At the beach, there was a 
drum roll and then the band played “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” 

Everyone at the beach at that time stopped 
what they were doing and stood at attention 
with their hand over their heart. So I got out of 
the car and did the same. I had no idea what 
was going on. But as the song ended, I saw 
something being thrown into the ocean, then 
everybody relaxed, and so | got back into the 
car and back to work. Later, when | got home, 
I told my wife about it. She informed me it was 
Memorial Day. 

“Oh,” I said. 

Well, that was then and this was now. And I 
never did take a picture of anyone throwing a 
wreath into the ocean, then or any other time. 

“Why don’t you call The East Hampton Star 
if you need something for the book?” my wife 
asked when I set down the phone on Saturday 
afternoon. I had called the Village Police 
Department to ask them when the parade would 
be. “They would have such a picture.” 

“T want my own picture,” I said. I then told her 
the parade, which might have been Sunday, was 
being held on Monday morning, the actual day 
of Memorial Day. “I want to be down there when 
they throw the wreath.” 

In the morning, the sun rises over the ocean

to the east. I could get them facing the sunrise, 
a bevy of men and women wearing medals, 
hats, helmets and other official uniforms for the 
occasion. 

We were out late on Sunday night, since 
Monday was also a holiday, and, as it happened, 
we woke up at 8:15 on Monday morning. | 
immediately thought I should call the police. 
When did they throw the wreath? Before or 
after the parade? 

“The parade starts at ten,” I told my wife. “If 
it’s before the parade, | better get right down 
there right away. Want to come?” 

“Sure,” she said. My wife is up for anything. 

A receptionist at the police station transferred 
me to a sergeant. | put my hand over the phone 
while I was on hold. 

“I hope I’m not calling them too much,” I said 
to my wife. “I know they will have the whole 
force out there directing traffic for the parade.” 

The sergeant came on the line. He told me it 
would be before the parade starts. We would 
have to move fast. : 

I did the calculations. It was 8:25 a.m. now. 
We were still in our nightclothes. It’s 10 minutes 
from our house to the beach. And at a certain 
point the police divert traffic to side roads to 
accommodate the parade. We didn’t want to get 
caught in that. (Cont'd on next page)

“We have to be out of here at 8:45 a.m. at the 
latest,” I told my wife. “That’s 20 minutes from 
now.” 

“lll be ready,” she told me. 

Amazingly, we got into the car at 8:45 a.m. and 
down through town, with all the American flags 
flapping from their poles along the sidewalks, 
to the beach at 8:55 a.m. We had brought our 
dog in the car, and he looked out at the beach 
and began wagging his tail and jumping around 
inside the car like crazy. We usually take him 
out for a run in the mornings there. But not this 
morning. Dogs are not permitted on the beach 
after nine from Memorial Day to Labor Day. 
This would not be his day. 

We parked alongside some other cars at the 
dead end of this road, facing the ocean, the 
lifeguard stand in front of us, and the beach 
pavilion off to the right. When the parade came, 
we'd be ready. 

Nine turned to 9:15 a.m. and 9:30 a.m. My 
wife read The New York Times. I kept looking in 
the rearview mirror to see if they were coming. 
They weren’t coming. 

It was a cloudy, warm day. We waited. At 
9:35 a.m., a group of nine lifeguards in 
sweatshirts and shorts trotted out onto the 
beach and began running laps up and down the 
beach, stopping at each turn to do 10 pushups 
before continuing on. | grabbed my camera 
and went out onto the beach and took a shot 
of this. 

At a quarter to 10, they still had not come. I 
hesitated about calling them again, but finally

did. The receptionist told me that she now 
thought the wreath would be thrown AFTER the 
parade, at 10:30 a.m. It is a quite short parade, 
after all. 

Lovers came down in their cars and parked, 
then walked hand-in-hand down to the ocean 
and kissed. A husband and wife and three

kids came down and parked and ran down 
to the edge of the water. Two old ladies with 
aluminum lawn chairs came out on the beach 
and set up side-by-side, facing the ocean. 

There were lots of birds swooping and flying 
around over the beach. It was morning. Surely 
they were looking for something to eat—bugs in 
the air, sea life on the sand. We saw eight geese 
flying one behind the other in a straight line 
10 feet above the water, just offshore heading 
west. Looking for their breakfast, no doubt. 

I began to feel bad for my wife. Neither of us 
had eaten anything. It was now 10 a.m., and 
she’d long ago finished reading the paper. I 
looked at the beach pavilion and saw someone 
coming out of the snack bar with a bag of food 
in hand.

A school kid in Dowagiac Union High School 
in Michigan called his mother one Friday 
afternoon because he couldn’t buy lunch in the 
cafeteria at school because the school wouldn’t 
let him. He did have cash, but only $2, and 
pizza was $2.45. His lunch card was also in 
arrears by $4.95. He’d pay the rest on Monday, 
he said. The cafeteria worker refused, and 
since the lunch already was on the tray in front 
of this kid, the worker made the point of “no 
lunch for you,” dumping the tray with his lunch 
on it in the trash. (In fairness to the school, 
the lunch people are not permitted to give a 


lunch, having already served it to one kid, to 


any other kid.) Amanda Keown, the mother 
of this boy, Dominic, went to the school with 
$60 to pay not only her son’s overdue amount, 
but to clear the balances of 18 other students as 
well so they wouldn’t have to worry about that 
in the future.

“What did you do?” I asked. 

“Well, I picked him up and put it in the 
garbage. Then I told this lifeguard captain 
about it.” " 

Out on the beach, many people were now 
gathering with umbrellas and lawn chairs. 
They’d come out in their cars to the end of the 
road, to stop, take out their beach gear and go 
out there and set up. The driver would go off 
to the lot. We, of course had been there in a 
15-minute parking zone for almost two hours 
now. But nobody was bothering us. 

We ate our breakfast, cantaloupe pieces, 
bagels and muffins and coffee. It was pleasant 
in the car. 

At 10:30 a.m., a car pulled up and a man in 
a business suit with a Bluetooth device in his 
right ear got out. I asked him if he was the start 
of the ceremony. 

“What ceremony?” he asked in a heavy 
Spanish accent. He knew nothing about it. 

At 10:45 a.m., the parade surely had to be 
over but still there was no sign of anyone with 
a wreath. I told my wife I had stayed this long 
and I'd continue to stay, but she should just let

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Claiborne & Franey’s Triumphant Return to East Hampton

niff,” he says mischievously, taking off the 

lid. I lower my head, and...it’s a soupcon 
of bouillabaisse. But how can this be? This 
large Creuset was last used by Peter Franey... 
how many years ago? Richard Barons smiles. 
He’s about to secure the pot for the exhibition 
“Craig Claiborne & Pierre Franey: Cookbook 
Revolutionaries in East Hampton,” but the 
Executive Director of the East Hampton 
Historical Society delights in showing that the 
scent of a master chef’s bouillabaisse can linger 
on. The pot, now on display to the general 
public at the Clinton Academy in East Hampton, 
joins other items from the kitchens of Craig 
Claiborne (1920-2000) and Pierre Franey (1921- 
1996)—photographs, awards, cooking tools, an 
autographed apron, first editions, artwork—all 
part of a celebration of these two culinary 
friends and collaborators—restaurant critics, 
journalists, cookbook authors and editors— 
who spent much of their lives in East Hampton. 

The exhibition, drawn from Franey family 
loans (including the weather vane that hung 
over Franey’s stove and a duck press used 
to make foie gras), rare photographs and 
memorabilia from private collections, drew 
oohs and aahs on opening day, May 30. It’s an 
attractive and informative exhibition, nostalgic 
and appreciative. 

Visitors are greeted by a large print of a 
picnic table, chairs and accouterments that 
sat outside the Franey’s Gerard Drive home. In 
front of the photo is...a picnic table, chairs and 
- accouterments, a three-dimensional replication 
that sets the stage for what’s on display inside. 
Claiborne and Franey changed the “white 
bread” world of “fleeting preparation and cake 
mixes,” as Barons refers to it. The dynamic duo 
emphasized fresh and French. 

Images from times past include photos 
of the two greatest “picniques” of all time. 
These took place on Gardiner’s Island in 1965 
and 1966 (the first earning a full-page spread 
in the August 5, 1965 New York Times and 
pictures and story in Life Magazine). Photos 
also abound of the pair with various celebrities, 
among them Danny Kaye, Betty Friedan and 
Burgess Meredith. Understandably, both food 
experts were depicted by Al Hirschfeld, also on 
display. But many photos also show Franey and 
Claiborne as working chefs making the most 
out of the simple and ordinary—a favorite knife 
for filleting fish is just a knife, nothing fancy. A 
stuffed lobster is presented on a long piece of 
driftwood. A meal of mussels starts with the 
pair scooping them off Cartwright Shoal. 

Eunice and Robert D.L. Gardiner are seen 
aboard their boat Laughing Lady making their 
way to dinner and dancing on Gardiner’s 
Island (with music by a French accordionist) 
where Franey and Claiborne await, along with 
Jacques Pepin, La Caravelle’s Roger Fessaguet, 
Le Cirque’s Jean Vergnes, René Verdon (White 
House chef under Kennedy and Johnson)—as 
well as family and friends. 

Claiborne and Franey were international stars 
who loved and supported local causes. “A 
Gastronomic Dinner to Celebrate the Third 
Annual Exhibition of The Artists of Springs” on 
August 8, 1970, for example, took place not at La 
Pavilion but at Ashawagh Hall in Springs, as a 


colorful watercolor by Claus 
Hoie illustrates. Epicurean 
delights featured creations 
not just by Claiborne and 
Franey but Vergnes and 
pastry chef Albert Kumin, 
as well. Images from the 
heady days fascinate, such 
as a Le Pavilion menu from 
the late ’50s—when “café” 
went for 75 cents, an entrée 
of scallops in sherry for 
$6.25 and Le Hamburger Pierre Franey: Cookbook 
for $6.25. Then there’s the Revolutionaries in East

“Craig Claiborne & 
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Is Now the Time for Renewable Energy on the East End?

J ust last month, on May 20, the Town Board 
of East Hampton voted unanimously to 
accomplish an extremely ambitious goal— 
to meet 100% of the town’s community-wide 
power needs with renewable energy. The board 
plans to realize this by 2020, which would make 
East Hampton the first municipality in New 
York State to do so. 

“It’s an aggressive goal, but it makes a 
statement of where East Hampton wants to 
be in the future,” said Town Supervisor Larry 
Cantwell. 

Town Councilwoman Sylvia Overby, liaison on 
the Energy Sustainability Committee, remarked, 
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“Our everyday lives are impacted by the effects 
of global warming. We owe it to the children of 
East Hampton to do something about climate 
change and air pollution caused by fossil fuels.” 

East Hampton may be leading the way in 
New York State, but other communities in both 
the U.S. and abroad have already switched to 
renewable energy, both solar and wind. In both 
Germany and Italy, communities have made the 
leap to renewable energy with success. 

Closer to home, Austin, Texas has been 
powering all of its public buildings with 
renewable energy from wind farms in West 
Texas, and is hoping to achieve their goal 
of deriving 35% of all their energy needs 
from renewable sources by 2030. Ninety-one

communities in Illinois are operating on 100% 
renewable energy. 

The East Hampton community is unique 
in many respects, with a population that 
swells dramatically during the summer, and 
an economy dependent on both tourism and 
real estate. Other communities contemplating 
renewable energy options have investigated 
whether implementing those systems would 
create issues with noise pollution, impact on 
property values, or harm to local wildlife. Wind 
turbines are relatively quiet, there has been 
no appreciable effect on property values, and 
the effects of climate change pose a far greater 
threat to birds, bats and other wildlife than any 
danger from wind turbines. 

There are other economic benefits to 
renewable energy besides the obvious. In a press 
release, Cantwell stated, “Energy efficiency 
improvements, and solar rooftop systems can 
save homeowner’s several thousand dollars 
a year while building local solar farms can 
generate hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
lease revenue for the town. Making the switch 
to clean energy is just the right thing to do, 
both for the environment and for keeping more 
money in the local economy and creating jobs 
here.” 

The first steps have already been taken. The 
town has already received proposals from a 
number of solar developers for large solar 
farms to be built on land that is already owned 
by the town. The Town Board is also looking 
at offshore wind farms—Deepwater Wind, a 
Rhode Island company, has submitted plans 
for a 35-turbine wind farm off of Montauk Point. 
Those 35 turbines could create enough energy 
to serve the entire East End. 

Gordon Raacke, executive director of 
Renewable Energy Long Island, felt confident 
that the ambitious goal could be met. 

“The East Hampton community consumed 
310,000 megawatt hours of electricity in 2010. 
The reason it is achievable in six years is 
because we already have proposals on the 
table. If we build those, it would create more 
than 310,000 megawatt hours,” Raacke said. 
Any surplus energy could be stored in energy 
storage systems such as lithium-ion batteries 
and liquid flow batteries. 

Educating the public is another facet of the 
plan. Homeowners are urged to get a free 
energy audit from the New York State Energy 
Research and Development Authority. 

“This is putting East Hampton on the map,” 
Raacke commented. “We hope to be an 
inspiration for the rest of Long Island, for the 
state and the country.” ga

very day, about a 

million New Yorkers 
read Richard Johnson’s 
gossip columns in The 
New York Post. What’s 
happening with the rich 
and famous in the city 
and elsewhere? For 23 
years it was “Page Six.” 
Now, for the past year, it 
is just “Richard Johnson, 
The Man Who Knows 
New York,” a column 
that runs three times a 
week. 

You might expect that 
Johnson, having done 
all this all these years, 
would be an intense sort 
of fellow who talks with 
his hands and name- 
drops all over the place. 
But that’s not him. I met 
him the other day at the 
Harvard Club in New =. 
York. And he is none 
of that. He is a gentle, 
handsome, middle- 
aged family man living 
on the upper East Side | 
with his Austrian-born 
wife and their 7-year- 
old daughter. He’s 
been coming out to the 
Hamptons since he was 
a kid. He sails boats, plays tennis and, more 
recently, has become a golfer. 

As for his job, well, he finds it more satisfying 
than being a regular reporter or editor,. which 
in his earlier life he was trained to do and often 
did. 

“A reporter gets an assignment, goes to a 
press conference with other reporters, gets the 
story and, at least in the old days, rushes off 
to file exactly the same information everybody 
else does. 

“With this, I get an exclusive. I write stories 
nobody else has.” 

I asked him to give me an example. 

“One year, | learned that a chairman of a 
large corporation was having an affair with a 
stewardess on his private plane. | had a reliable 
source. I broke the story. It went around the 
country, uncontested. And it soon led to a 
wonderful joke. At the start of the flight, you 
are told to be sure ‘your seatbelt is securely 
fashioned and your flight attendant is in an 
upright position.’ Made the story worthwhile.” 

I asked him for an example of a story a 
reporter gets. 

“I was a street reporter for the Post in my 
earlier days. My editor told me the Pope was 
coming and was holding mass at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, and I should get down there and get 
the story. I asked them what angle, and they 
said ‘no angle, we’re actually covering it from 
TV.’ Then why send me, I asked. And they said 
‘what if a bomb goes off and we have no one 
there?”

I did ask how he mostly gets the stories for 
his column and he says he knows everybody 
and writes from that and he also gets phone 
calls and letters from people that help out.

Richard Johnson was born at New York 
Hospital on East 68th Street to a father who 
was editor-in-chief of Chemical Week magazine 
published by McGraw-Hill. His mom worked 
too, but was mostly a housewife. They lived 
on West Ninth Street in Manhattan between 
Fifth and Sixth. It was 1954. He has two older 
sisters. Poppy Johnson, a gifted artist, is one of 
the librarians in Greenport. His mom Martha, 
90, now lives in Greenport. His younger sister 
Linn, a lawyer, spent much of her adult life in

Greenport but recently 
moved to Roswell, New 
Mexico. 

Richard Johnson, 
in Manhattan, always 
wanted to be a 
newspaper or magazine 
reporter. When he was 
in the third grade at St. 
Luke’s, an _ Episcopal 
private school in 
Manhattan, each student 
was asked to write an 
essay about what they 
wanted to be when they 
grew up. 

“I said I wanted to grow 
up to be the editor-in- 
chief of Life magazine,” 
he told me. 

He went to Trinity, 
the Manhattan prep 
school, and was on the 
varsity basketball team. 
He was also greatly 
impressed by the movie 
All the President’s Men, 
about the two reporters, 


Woodward and 
Bernstein, who broke 
the Watergate story 
which led to Richard 
Nixon resigning the 
presidency. 

The summer before his 


senior year at Trinity, at 
the age of 16, he and 
a friend took an Icelandic Airlines turboprop 
flight to Luxembourg, then with backpacks on, 
hitchhiked through Germany and Yugoslavia to 
Dubrovnik and then by ferry to Bari on the heel 
of Italy and then to Rome, Paris, Amsterdam 
and back to Luxembourg and home. 

“It was a great adventure,” he said. “There 
was a famous book then called ‘Europe on $5 
a Day. We did it on $2 a day. And we were 
told to take Travelers Checks so as not to get 
robbed. But then we’d come down into a town 
which was having a nine-day religious festival 
and all the banks were closed. So we couldn’t 
cash them.” 

“What did you do?” 

“We ate crops in the fields. Well, anyway, we 
got home in one piece and I decided I wouldn’t 
go again until I could afford to do it correctly, 
with a car and hotels, for example.” 

He went to the University of Colorado at 
Boulder and subsequently got a degree in 
communications from SUNY’s Empire State 
College. 

“And then I did a little work for TV and a little 
work for print. I liked print better, which was 
probably a poor decision. But I applied around 
the city for a job in publications. I sent resumés 
to the Times, the Post, the News and got no 
replies.” 

He went upstate for a while and did building 
and contracting. He’d done carpentry and 
painting and renovation work during the 
summers when he was in high school. He came 
back to New York, got a (Cont'd on next page) 
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loft in the Bowery for $200 a month and drove 
a taxi. Then he walked into the offices of The 
Chelsea Clinton News, a free weekly newspaper 
in Manhattan, and asked if he could be an intern 
and work for free. They said yes, and also 
offered him a paying job writing up listings. 

“This did not work out well. I typed with two 
fingers. Took me awhile. | still type with two 
fingers. Still takes me awhile.” 

At The Chelsea Clinton News, he met Katie 
Kelly, who had left that paper to be the first 
TV reviewer for The New York Post and he told 
her how he’d like to be a reporter and she said 
there was a job opening up at The New York Post 
and she would set up an interview for him. 

“That led to an interview with Roger Wood, 
the editor. And he gave me my first job on a

and just sit around. We couldn’t print or 
distribute the paper. So we had no paper. When 
the strike ended I was a general assignment 
reporter and joined the union. | still have my 
Newspaper Guild placard that I wore on the 
picket line the next time they went on strike.” 

Richard Johnson tells wonderful stories about 
his life and times as a street reporter. 

“The Ringling Brothers Barnum and Bailey 
Circus came to Madison Square Garden (MSG) 
every year. The circus train would go to the 
railroad yards in the West 30s. And the circus 
would let certain select reporters ride the 
elephants to MSG. I got to do that one year. 

“I was just leaving the office when John 
Lennon was shot. I reported on it from the 
Dakota. 

“I was assigned the task of checking out the 
first scratch-off Lotto Tickets. Readers were 
saying that there was a scandal. The rumor was 
that before stores were selling the tickets, they 
were x-raying them and picking out the winners. 
My editor told me to get a bunch of tickets, find 
an x-ray machine and see if this were true. I 
called the Medical Examiner’s office, and yes, 
they had an x-ray machine and come on over. I 
got taken to the morgue. They gave me the full 
tour. It was horrible, watching autopsies. By 
the time they got to the spare parts drawer, | 
almost lost my lunch.” 

“And the Lotto tickets?” 

“There was no way to x-ray them. It was just 
paranoia.” 

He covered the protests held at Shoreham 
which, eventually, caused the shutdown of a 
nuclear plant being constructed there. 

“I went to one of the protests,” he said. “I 
was covering it. The cops arrested me. We ran 
a photo of me in the Post with the cops putting 
handcuffs on me.” 

During this time, Johnson became a father to 
Damon, and he and his wife moved to a co-op loft 
on 22nd Street between Fifth and Park—“prices 
were still low there then” he said—and he put in 
sheetrock and a bathroom and kitchen. Damon, 
35, is now a painter in Brooklyn. 

In the Hamptons, Johnson covered the Roy 
Radin murder and the Barry Trupin attempt to 
build a French castle on Meadow Lane. 

Following Neal Travis, Claudia Cohen, James 
Brady and Susan Mulcahy, Johnson took over 
“Page Six” in 1985. But then Rupert Murdoch 
was forced to sell the paper, and builder Peter 
Kalikow bought it. 

After wage freezes and layoffs, it was just 
Johnson and Frank DiGiacomo doing the page. 

“And one day, four years later, I got a phone 
call from Robin Leach. They were doing a 
TV show they hoped would compete with 
Entertainment Tonight and they wanted me on 
board. They offered me a six-figure income, a 
good bit more than I was making. I went to the 
editor-in-chief of the Post, Jerry Nachman, and 
I told him I had this offer—I really just wanted 
to tell him about it and maybe get paid a little 
better—and before I could get to that, he put 
his arm around me and said ‘congratulations, 
I’m so happy for you,’ and so out I went. The 
show, called Preview: The Best of the New, 
lasted two months and then got cancelled. 
No surprise. We were calling it, Preview: The 
Worst of the Old. So I went back to print 
and began doing my column for The New 
York Observer.”

your lightbulb, adjusting the 
brightness and hue depending on 
the time of day and weather conditions. 

Your phone can probably already sense when 
you are about to go to work, and let you know 
about the traffic conditions on your commute. 
Thanks to the Internet of Things, it’s very likely 
that in the near future, you’ll be able to leave 
your home in the city, and—with no effort on 
your part—your phone will alert your home on 
the East End, turning on your air conditioning, 
drawing the curtains, doing any number of 
things that can be easily automated. As you 
approach your house, and your phone is able 
to connect to your Wi-Fi network, the doors 
automatically unlock, the burglar alarm is 
deactivated, and the lights automatically go on. 

As this technology evolves, it may even be 
possible for your house to detect who is in what 
room, and tailor the environment to that person’s 
desires, not unlike the seat positions and radio 
presets that a luxury car remembers based on 
who is driving it. Refrigerators and cupboards 
with sensors in them could automatically add 
milk and eggs to your grocery list, a “smart” 
medicine cabinet could let you know that you 
forgot to take your medicine. The applications 


‘for technology like this in the home are nearly 


endless, and there are almost certainly ways 
to apply loT technology that we simply cannot 
fathom yet. _ 

Both Apple and Google are jumping on board 
with this concept. Google recently acquired 
Nest and is looking to purchase Dropcam, an 
internet-based home-security company. Apple 
is expected to make a major announcement 
regarding semi-automated “smart home” 
devices very soon. Given that both companies 
are tech powerhouses with a stable of devices 


_and software that are already well established, 


it makes perfect sense that they would want 
to build a smart home ecosystem around their 
existing products. 

This doesn’t just stop at the home. Technology 
of this sort has been used in the medical and 
industrial fields for some time now, and as 
more and more devices gain IoT capabilities, 
expansion into other fields is an inevitability. A 
vineyard, for instance, with moisture monitors 
in the soil and computer-controlled irrigation, 
could ensure that the grapes being grown receive 
just the right amount of water to guarantee 
peak sugar levels automatically. Essentially, 
loT technology will allow us to apply computer 
precision to many, many more aspects of life 
than we have been able to previously. 

Ultimately, “smart home” technology based 
around the Internet of Things may provide the 
“home of the future” we’ve been waiting for.

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It’s All About Size: Area Rugs 


BY EVELYN CHIN 


n area rug is one of many stories in a room. 
When shopping for rugs, it’s about choosing 
the appropriate narrative that coordinates with the 
rest of the space. It can be a daunting task. As a 
result, many times we leave the story of our room 
unfinished. 
As an interior designer, I recognize that it is the 
process of selecting the right sizes as follows: 


COLOR: 

It is about creating an illusion. The more intense the 
hue, the bigger the colors appear. Bright and bold 
colors expand, while light and soft hues recede. 
Area rugs are great instruments for pulling all of the 
colors together in an interior. They can complement, 
ground or create contrast and drama in a room. If 
drama is the intention, explosive colors are used to 
create a focal point. On the other hand, if the intent is 
for it to blend in with the furnishings, a soft palette is 
utilized. There will be times when an intensity of one 
color is all that is needed to pull everything together 
and ground the room. If that is the case, choose a 
hue from the existing color scheme within the space. 


PATTERN: 

Patterns include plaids, geometrics, stripes, dots, 
flowers and scenes. Each gives a story. Your choice 
is about how big a story you want to tell in your 
space. If the desired look is balance and proportion, 
the scale of the pattern should not be larger than the 


shapes of the designs on the fabrics in the space. 
Also, consider the density of the design. A dense 
and complicated pattern may give an illusion of 
expansiveness to the area rug. 


TEXTURE: 

Texture gives depth and dimension in a space. 
There are two types to consider, a relaxed or 
a tight hand. A tight hand has a clean, orderly 
and contained expression, whereas a relaxed hand 
gives the appearance of an expansive, open and 
random look. If the fabrics make the room feel one 
dimensional, you may want to balance the room by 
choosing to express excitement and movement in 
the rug. The random and open look such as the Ruby 
Beets’s Belgium Fisheye Rug would be the way to go. 
On the other hand, their Grey/Blue Flat Weave Hand 
Loomed Rug has a subtle texture that would support 
an existing calm or ground a frenetic room. 


DIMENSIONS: 

An area rug adds warmth and depth to a room, and 
its size divides or defines a space within an interior. 
Common sizes of area rugs are 4’x6’, 5’x8’, 6’x9’, 
8x10’, 9’x12’ and 12’x14’. Other sizes can be custom 
made. 

Your choice of size will depend on the overall 
dimension of the furniture plan in your room. For 
a comfortable size in the living room, where the 
sofa and loveseat are perpendicular to each other 
and meet the walls, the edges of the rug may end 
halfway underneath the pieces. In the dining room,

the borders of the rug should extend about 24” to 26” 
beyond the edges of the table. 

One size does not fit all. Work with the dimensions, 
designs and decorations in your room to create 
the perfect fit for the space. For “example, the 
homeowner of a 2004 English Shingle Style House 
in East Hampton built by Charles Rich Design Build 
takes a slightly different approach. In the Red Guest 
Bedroom, a small 3’ x 6’ patterned rug is placed at 
the foot of the bed (photo shown above). This allows 
the dramatic dressings on the bed and walls to take 
center stage, while the rug is harmonizing in the 
background. 

It’s a fun and clever way to achieve drama in the 
room without losing the scale and balance of the 
narrative of the space. ga

KF or those who missed the marvelous windows 
of Buck House at 1318 Madison Avenue, which 
delighted strollers for 11 years until the brick- 
and-mortar uptown emporium closed in 2012, NYC 
artist and antiques gallery owner Deborah Buck has 
relocated her witty window dioramas—first to the 
Internet, and now into a recently released book. The 
Windows of Buck House: Fabulous Fictional Females 
(Acanthus) is a hoot, dazzling and impressive. Each 
window, the author-artist writes in the preface, was 
designed to be an environment, a poem, a musing on 
color and form, and a celebration of fierce, daring, 
trailblazing women. 

Buck, an incredibly imaginative MFA artist and 
designer whose current projects include designing 
and restoring a large modernist residence in 
Sagaponack, serves on the faculty of the School 
of Visual Arts and is a board member of the Pratt 
Institute. This book, her third, illustrates her eclectic, 
eccentric and elegantly distinctive designs—and 
great sense of humor.

The six-by-six foot street-front windows were a 
series of bimonthly theatrically inspired art scenes; 
carefully curated and crafted vignettes intended 
to whet the appetite for what was inside the store. 


Beautifully photographed in color by Jaka 
Vinsek—both as windows and in close 
detail to show off the accessories—the 
book arranges its 22 feisty females into four 
categories: artists, businesswomen, scientists 
and explorers. Each woman gets not only 
an elaborate stage set, but space for an 
autobiographical narrative full of moxie on 
the facing page. (Epigraphs from real-life 
characters round out the visual fun.) 

The women’s names give an idea of what 
Buck is all about, featuring a whimsical design 
collection that enhances each character’s 
profession and also reflects the time period. 
Under artists, there’s Velocity. La Rue, 
Automobile Designer and Stella Stitch, into 
Fashion and Fabric. Businesswomen include 
A. Muse (on the book’s cover), Goldy Banks, 
Investment Banker, Belmont Blue, Jockey 
and Anna Force, Ad Executive. Scientists are 
represented by Dawn Geary and Clockmaker. 
Featured explorers include Eureka Miner, from 
Utah, and Alexandria Tombs, an Egyptologist 
from the Valley of the Kings. The more she 
kept at the idea, Buck says, the more “outrageous” 
the characters became, and the more her team rose 
to the fun and the challenge: “No detail was too silly 
or small.” Props were found, props were made. The 
final product is a visual feast. Bon appetit.

In conversation, they note common themes: 
clients’ requests for traditional, regional style, 
only bigger (with more windows)—but never 
“mansion-y.” The houses, all designed within the 
last ten years, illustrate the firm’s knowledge of 
“vernacular architectural heritage” particular to a 
region, honoring the past and the environment but 
meeting contemporary desires—no postmodernism 
for them. The three featured East End houses 
are The House on Hook Pond, The House on 
Georgica Cove and a_ residence in East 
Quogue. Each could be said to be a variation 
on the traditional Hamptons __ shingle-style 
house. 

The Hook Pond house, the one-story home of Claus 
and Helen Hoie for 62 years, was bought by a client 
who was determined to preserve the Hoie spirit and 
character. As part of the renovation, rooms were 
changed around. New wings and a second story 
were added, as well as a raised pool surrounded by 
stainless steel pickets. Hoie’s artwork is featured 
throughout. 

The Georgica Cove house, though observant 
of the clients’ wishes for more room and luxury, 
seems beautifully responsive to its setting, 
including interiors designed in monochromatic, 
muted sea and beach colors. The last house in the 
book, an “unusual creative challenge” located 
in East Quogue, sits between the Atlantic Ocean 
and Shinnecock Bay and is inspired by the 
historic Newport Casino of the firm McKim, 
Mead & White. 

So many houses today, Goldberger observes, suffer 
from mediocre, generic shingle-style uniformity. Not

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Musings from Around the Garden

Orange is about to dominate 
my garden. Each day, my 
anticipation increases as the 
buds get fatter and the stems 
elongate. I planted three 
oriental poppies years ago, 
and they have self-seeded, 
forming a legion in one bed 
and along the stone wall that 
frames it. 

The traditional orange 
“Brilliant” is my _ favorite 
variety of oriental poppy (some catalogues call it 
red, but it is flaming scarlet-orange.) But there are 
many other colors, usually much tamer, for those 
who might be overwhelmed by the intense orange- 
ness of “Brilliant.” Colors available range from white 
to pink, purple, mauve, and some with two colors. 
I saw some white ones at a local garden center. To 
find most of these colors, (and poppies in general), 
shopping online is necessary. 

After they are established, they are very well 
behaved. After blooming and a short time during 
which the foliage matures, they totally disappear, 
enabling them to be planted with plants that are still 
just “thinking’ about blooming.

Pink Bleeding Heart 


Another spectacular plant with the same habit 
is bleeding heart (my favorite: dicentra spectablis, 
pink or white). I don’t see them used often, although 
they are enchanting in the spring garden at a time 
when daffodils are almost ended and various types 
of bluebells are in bloom. The arching stems with 
dangling heart-shaped flowers, planted alongside 
blue flowers, are as tender as spring itself. 

Another wonderful poppy has also come into 
bloom—paperver atlanticum. | don’t know its 
common name and | don’t see it in garden centers 
very often, but it is worth seeking out. It grows low 
to the ground with gray-green foliage. Very slender 
stems rise to about 12 inches and then present 
pale orange flowers. They bloom profusely, and if 
deadheaded, bloom all summer. Be sure to let some 
heads go to seed toward the end of summer and 
they will self-seed. I bought one plant, I don’t know 
how along ago, and they have popped up all over 
the garden. They are especially wonderful growing 
between the flat stones beside my small fish pond. 

As I worked in the garden yesterday, I saw that the 
first bearded iris had bloomed and the others are 
getting ready. What a unique and beautifully shaped 
flower! And the fragrance sends me right back to 
my childhood. My mother collected 32 differently 
colored ones when I was a girl, but there are many 


more colors now, from white to black. I see very few 
offered in the local garden centers but, again, they 
are worth seeking out online. To ensure health and 
bloom, they must be planted with the rhizome just 
above the ground and roots well tucked into the soil 
below. Their bloom time is relatively short, but the 
sword-shaped leaves add very attractive sculpture to 
the garden after the flowers have finished. Be sure to 
deadhead them to keep the flower stalk looking neat. 

There is a “wild” flower patch forming in one 
area of the yard. I love (some) self-seeding plants, 
and they are preparing a show. Some rose campion 
(lychnis coronaria) will bloom this year and there 
are “millions” more coming for next year, as well as 
digitalis. Mullen, which is usually considered a weed, 
is welcome in my yard and will be there also. All 
three of these plants are biennales. (I am also going 
to have numerous digitalis throughout the yard and 


to bloom this year. I am ready.

n 1986, when the Georgia Satellites’ biggest 

hit, “Keep Your Hands To Yourself” soared to 
Number 2 on the Billboard Top 100 Chart (kept out 
of Number 1 by Bon Jovi’s “Livin’ on a Prayer”), they 
were not prepared for the reaction they got. They 
had had little attention from the American press up 
to that point, although they had enjoyed the elusive 
acclaim of the British press. 

“It didn’t garner much attention from the public,” 
recalls Rick Richards, who handles guitar and vocals 
for the band. “But the British press can be pretty 
brutal, so when we got a good review from them, we 
knew we were doing something right.” 

Soon after, they found representation in Nashville 
and cut their first, eponymous album stateside. 

Since then, the Georgia Satellites have had several 
different incarnations and have played on and off. 
Their second album, Open All Night, was released in 
1988 and Richards considers it to be in the same vein 
as the first. 

“It has the same feel,” he says, “the same general 
mood. We’re a bar band with a little finesse, we’re 
willing to take chances with other people’s material, 
and we have a great songwriter that helps us form 
our own identity.” 

The third record, Land of Salvation (1989), was 
a departure from the first two. It draws on other 
influences, including acoustic sounds, New Orleans 
flavor, and ballads. 

“We were really starting to test the waters, 
Richards says. 


” 


The band split up for a while, 
but in 1997 they reunited to cut 
their fourth album, Shaken Not 
Stirred. They came together in 
Denmark for the occasion. 

“It was a brutal Denmark 
winter,” recalls Richards, “and 
we were stuck in a studio in the 
middle of nowhere. We were 
trapped on a farm together, 
and it was great.” Even though 
the record is difficult to find 
these days, Richards is very 
proud of what resulted. 

Richards considers live 
performance and _— studio 
recordings to be as different 
as apples and oranges. 

“Recording in the studio is 
more of a creative process,” 
he says. “It’s more laborious,

“A live show is like taking a firecracker and 
lighting the fuse,” he says. “You make a mistake, and 
you keep rolling, you keep going. Plus you get the 
electricity of a crowd to bounce off of.

hen the food is this good, I usually advise 

diners to “run, don’t walk!” But Westlake Fish 
House is right in Montauk’s Westlake Marina, so I 
advise a quick swim! It’s so worth the effort. 

I'm still thinking about the salad and the blowfish 
I ate there last week. But you want all the details, 
right? 

First things first, Westlake Fish House has 
undergone some restoration—it’s still low key and 
has that authentic Montauk fish house look—but 
Chef Larry Kolar’s food is out of this world! So 
Westlake offers up just what the locals and our 
’ summer visitors—yes, even those hipsters—crave. 
A well-edited menu of modern takes on traditional 
dishes prepared with an experienced hand. Flip 
that same menu over and it’s all sushi and sashimi. 
Impressive. 


Locals: Heck yes, the place is open for a reasonably 
priced breakfast starting at 5 a.m. and you can buy 
your bait, tackle and ice right next door. 

Summer Folks: Heck yes, there’s a real fire burning 
in the fireplace, a kids menu, local wines (from 
Corey Creek, Macari, Martha Clara and Wolffer) and 
chopsticks at every place setting. 

Everyone: Heck yes, there’s a long, wooden bar 
made from wood salvaged after Superstorm Sandy 
and a specialty cocktail menu. And, heck yes, there 
are fish tacos, a swordfish BLT and fried monkfish & 
chips on offer for lunch! 


So what did my husband and 
I, two year-round gourmands 
from “away” order? Husband 
started with a “Hybrid,” that’s 
Jack Daniels, sweet vermouth, 
muddled orange and cherries 
and bitters. He said, “People who 
like Manhattans will probably 
like this.” I told him he should try 
a Coney Island Watermelon ale 
but he disagreed. He considered 
having a Montauk Driftwood 
Ale (When in Rome...) or a 
Fire Island Lighthouse Ale but 
decided to wait and have a chardonnay with his 
seafood entrée. 

He started with a Westlake Salad of local calamari, 
Bibb lettuce, sriracha, Thai basil and cilantro. It’s 
like a big lettuce wrap of grilled, fresh squid. First 
he said “Mmmm,” quickly followed by the more 
definitive “MMMM! MMMM!” Sold. 

He moved on to the Golden Tilefish with hen 
of the woods mushroom, roasted Yukon gold 
potatoes, lime shallot oil and whole coriander and 
pink peppercorns on top. The “golden” comes from 
good old-fashioned butter and kosher salt. This is 
honest, traditional fish cookery notably elevated. Or 
as husband so eloquently put it in the heat of the 
eat, “It’s not simple but it’s really good. It’s direct— 
it’s...‘boaty.’” Chef Larry suggested a local chard as 
a pairing. He was very helpful throughout the meal 
as was our server Jamie. There’s a nice, relaxed

The Thai marinade 
on the fish, the light but flavorful carrot-ginger 
vinaigrette, the pecan halves and fresh cucumber 
and heirloom tomatoes...delish.

Conviction Explores Lies and Love at Bay Street

he world premiere of Conviction, the first show 
of Bay Street Theater's summer season, and 
the first production directed by the theater’s new 
artistic director Scott Schwartz, is a challenging 
and often downbeat work by Carey Crim. A dark 
family drama that doesn’t provide easy answers or 
solutions, Conviction will likely be the subject of 
much discussion after the final bow. 
In the opening minutes of Conviction, the audience 
is introduced to Tom Hodges (Garret Dillahunt), a 
handsome, charismatic English teacher with a lovely 
wife, Leigh (Sarah Paulson), and happy adolescent 
_son, Nicholas (Daniel Burns), as well as their friends, 
Bruce (Brian Hutchison) and Jayne (Elizabeth Reaser). 
Tom has just directed a successful high school play, 
and rumor has it he’s going to be nominated for 
Educator of the Year—until he’s accused of sexual 
misconduct with one of his students.

Four years later, Tom is released from prison and 
comes home to a tired Leigh and angry Nicholas, 
while Bruce tries to be supportive. Leigh and Bruce 
believe in Tom’s innocence, but Jayne struggles 
with the idea that her friend and neighbor is now a 
convicted sex offender. The four-year leap occurs 
so early in the play that it’s jarring to relate to the 
characters at first; we’re barely introduced to these 
people before witnessing their deepest turmoil, but 
this is clearly Crim’s intention. The question raised 
in Conviction is not about whether or not Tom 
had sex with a student. Instead, Crim implores the 
audience to have compassion for all involved and 
ask themselves if they’d be able to stand by someone 
who’s been accused of such a despicable crime. 

The world of the play is grounded in reality— 
Crim’s characters feel like people we know. If there’s 
a flaw in Crim’s intense script, it’s that there’s 
very little forward motion in early scenes. Frequent 
blackouts break up the action, causing the play to 
meander a bit. The second act is stronger, fleshing 
out ideas touched upon early in the script, such 
as the increasingly strict boundaries teachers have 
when interacting with their students, deciding when 
it’s appropriate to discipline our children for their 
behavior and other potent, contemporary issues. 

Strong performances anchor the production. Tom 
is instantly likeable, played by Dillahunt with an 
assured but compassionate air. Burns shows us a 
vulnerable, lost teenager we’ve all known at some 
point. Hutchison’s Bruce provides the play with 
several welcome moments of levity and warmth. 
Reaser has the unenviable position of presenting a 
realistic, judgmental woman who seems to be the 
only adult willing to explore the notion that Tom 
may in fact be guilty. Paulson plays Leigh with a 


raw honesty that makes us hope that she’s made 
the right decision by standing by her husband, It’s 
Paulson who makes the strongest impression. Her 
Leigh is stoic to a fault, making her few emotionally 
explosive moments all the more heartbreaking. 

The sharp scenic design by Anna Louizos presents 
a multi-level set that’s believable as an upper- 
middle class home. The set works just as well in the 
beginning of the play, when the characters are happy 
and comfortable, as it does later, when financial 
troubles cause the Hodges to scale down their 
lifestyle. Original music by Bart Fasbender, moody

guitar pieces heard between scenes, fill the work 
with a poignant, melancholy ambiance. 

Conviction is a provocative opening to the 
main stage season at Bay Street. You may not 
like some of the characters, and the script is at 
times uncompromisingly dark, but Schwartz and 
his talented cast have succeeded in bringing an 
interesting new drama to the East End. ga

EDGE OF TOMORROW 
How many times will the basic 
outline of the film Groundhog 
Day get recycled? Granted, it’s 
a brilliant conceit: someone 
has to relive the same day 
over and over again until he 
gets it right. The fantasy of this 
_ ultimate do-over has universal 
appeal: who wouldn’t want 
a chance to undo something 
that went terribly wrong, or 
to know what’s going to happen and be able to do 
the right thing at all times. That Groundhog Day idea 
returned in the thriller Source Code, in which Jake 
Gyllenhaal played a dead man who keeps getting 
sent back to relive the same terrorist bombing until 
he finally is able to prevent it from happening—and 
then he somehow gets his life back, which goes 
unexplained. Now, in Edge Of Tomorrow, Tom Cruise 
plays Lt. Col. Bill Cage and Emily Blunt plays Rita 
Vrataski, two human soldiers in a seemingly hopeless 
battle against the invincible Mimics, an alien army. 
Killed, they somehow wind up in a time loop, reliving 
the same battle over and over again until they figure 
out how to overcome the enemy. Of course, this also 
parallels the way video games are played, and so 
Edge of Tomorrow might also represent the further 
incursion of gaming culture into films.

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Debut Novel Something of a Miracle

The clever book cover of 
intense blue eyes surrounded 
by biochemical formulae hints 
at the unusual subject matter 
of this debut novel by William 
Leibowitz, an exploration of 
the nature and uses of super 
intelligence. Leibowitz, a long- 
_ time resident of Quogue and 
LE a practicing entertainment/ 

media lawyer in New York 
specializing in intellectual property rights, somehow 
found time to do an immense amount of research in 
mathematics and science, particularly biochemistry. 
He integrates recent work in these disciplines to 
fashion an original story he refers to as a “cross- 
genre thriller.” Though overly long and filled with 
interesting details that don’t always advance the 
action, Miracle Man (Manifesto Media Group) proves 
absorbing, especially because in this pop-lit age of 
cynicism and violence, Leibowitz’s attractive loner 
protagonist, though a fanciful creation (he has an 
estimated [.Q. of well over 500), is extraordinarily 
likable—consistently principled, compassionate, 
self-aware—despite numerous reasons not to be. 
He’s a “miracle” man in more than one sense. 


With plot twists somewhat 
suspenseful and recoveries mostly 
heartwarming, the narrative turns 
into a psychological thriller. 


Dumped into a garbage bin as a newborn, he is 
found by a homeless man who cares for him briefly 
until a dedicated social worker prevails upon a 
loving couple to take him in as a foster child, their 
thirteenth. It’s clear by the age of three, however, 
that young Robert James Austin is no ordinary 
child, and when the Austins are finally told that 
Bobby’s genius is such that no charts can account 
for it, they reluctantly agree to have him raised 
in an atmosphere where he won't be made to 
feel like a freak. Unfortunately, that atmosphere 
is the country’s premier research institution for 
the military-industrial-academic complex, where 
Bobby’s “gift” has attracted the government in its 
competitive bid for aerospace supremacy. Even 
more unfortunate, the foster parents die in a car 
accident, leaving young Robert even more alone 
with increasing night terrors and day trances (his 
most creative time). He has a hard time coping, until 
a psychiatrist with the Mayo Clinic who also has 
connections to the institute gets him a mentor who 
becomes a devoted father figure. Unfortunately, the 
mentor will die from pancreatic cancer when Bobby 
is a teen, but not before he urges Bobby to always 
do the right thing. Bobby will, even when the love of 
his life breaks his heart and it’s apparent that he’s 
making enemies. 

That he winds up with 11 Nobel Prizes plus the 
equivalent Abel Award in mathematics is immaterial 
to him. His steadfast commitment is to rid the world 
of diseases that kill millions, a mission that makes him 
indeed miraculous, though a serious threat to venal, 
vicious, power-crazed pharmaceutical CEOs out there 
whose livelihood is imperiled by Bobby’s continual 
medical breakthroughs. With plot twists somewhat 
suspenseful and recoveries mostly heartwarming, 
the narrative turns into a psychological thriller, 
in that the miracle man wonders if he will be able 
to beat out his inner demons, a negative force of 
evil he believes, fatefully, will do him in. (Though 
Zoroastrian philosophy is not referenced here, the 
contest between good and evil, truth and falsehood, 


is at the core of Robert’s beliefs 
and figures prominently in the book’s 
denouement and theme.) Despite 
Leibowitz’s innovative conception, 
it’s regrettable that the writing is not 
stronger. He handles dialogue well 
and invests the various settings in 
the book with verisimilitude, but the 
overall third-person narration can at 
times seem stilted or trite: “Her laugh 
was followed by a smile that allowed 
her flawless teeth to gleam as her full 
lips parted playfully.” People “exit,” 
the pounding surf has a “relentless 
drone” and “the heady fragrance of 
the estate’s gardens” impart to the 
night air “an eroticism peculiar to the 
Caribbean.” 


Still, one of the pleasures of 
reading is to be instructed as well 
as entertained, and in this regard, 
Miracle Man _ succeeds. Readers 
should be prompted to look up the 
American prodigy, William James 
Sidis (1898-1944), for example, or 
follow more closely accounts of the 
tens of billions of dollars that have 
already been spent in trying to find 
cures for various diseases. 
And to think again, in this age 
of increasing specialization 
and technology, of  Einstein’s 
search for an integrative theory 
and corresponding mathematical 
language that might also help effect 
humane, practical applications. gy

1 tablespoon Grand Marnier or Triple Sec

For praline, grease a baking sheet and set aside. 
Place the sugar in a small heavy saucepan over 
medium heat. The sugar will begin to liquefy and 
then turn a light amber color. If crystals form, brush 
down the sides of the pan with a wet pastry brush. 
When the color deepens to caramel color, add the 
nuts all at once; stir to mix. Quickly but carefully, 
pour the caramel onto the prepared baking sheet. 
When completely cool and brittle, break into pieces 
and chop coarsely in a food processor. Praline may 
be stored in an airtight container in the refrigerator 
until ready to use. 

For the parfait, trim the leaves from the rhubarb 
and discard. If the rhubarb stalks are slim, do not 
peel, only wash. If the stalks are thick, peel off the 
tough strings. 

Cut the rhubarb into 1” pieces and place in a heavy 
non-reactive saucepan. Add the sugar and water 
and stir to mix. Cover the pan tightly and bring to a 
simmer over medium heat, 4 to 5 minutes. Add the 
orange zest and cook, covered, for about 8 minutes 
after it has begun to simmer. Stir the rhubarb gently 
with a wooden spoon once during the cooking. If 
the mixture seems dry, add more water a teaspoon 
at a time until a spreadable texture. Remove from 
the heat. Taste and adjust the sugar if necessary. 
Add the strawberries and stir just to mix. Cover the 
pan so the berries soften slightly. When compote is 
lukewarm, stir in the Grand Marnier. Serve layered 
with ice cream and optional praline topping. ga
